FRANCE AND SILVER. 

Politics at the Bottom of the Recent Change 

in Her Attitude. 

Lo.\-!)O.N-, Sept. 21. — The Times in n 
special article dealing with the causes 
which led France to propose the free 
coinage of silver, says that the French 
ambassador proposes 15}4 to 1 as the 
ratio at which France would open 
her mints, and then proceeds to 
review to bimetallic movement 
France. It points out that 
spite of protection the price of wlieat 
continued to fall in France until Meline, 
in 1S9.5, in view of the* immense agricul- 
tural vote, changed front and decided 
that as protection had failed, and a high 
price for wheat was necessary, bimetal- 
lism was tried.

Season's Work of the Several Parties Just

The party led by Mr. Robert Stain, of

(teed to New York, where she will land 
her meteorite.

W.tsiii.vciToN, Sept. 21. — Attorney- 
General McKenna to-day announced his 
opinion in the matter of section 22 ol the 
new tariff law. He holds that in effect 
goods coming directly into the United 
States from foreign countries through 
Canadian ports are not subject to tho 
discriminating duty of 10 per cent.; he 
also holds that foreign goods shipped 
from countries other than British pos- 
sessions in British vessels are not sub- 
ject to the discriminating duty. 

Two questions were asked the attor- 
ney-general, the first of which was in 
ell'ect whether the discriminating duty 
of 10 jjor cent, provided for in section 22 
should be aaaossed against an invoice of 
ten from China which arrived at Van- 
couver in a British vessel, thence shipped 
through Canatia to Chicago. The second 
question was, whether the discriminat- 
ing duty should be assessed against a 
cargo of manganese ore from Chili, which 
recently arrived in a British ship at 
Philadelphia. Both these ciuestions the 
attorney-general answered in the nega-i 
five. 

Tho Attorney-General first quotes sec- 
tion 22 in full, and then says: "Three 
plausible contentions are based upon 
this section, which, as to strength, only 
differ in degree. 

" 1. That the duty is a discriminatior 
upon importations in vessels not of the 
United States, whether directly to tht 
United States or to n contiguous country 
and thence to the United States. 

" 2. A discrimination against importa 
tione of goods (not in the usual course of 
strictly retail trade) from a contiguous 
country, they not being the produce 
thereof. In this character the question 
is not important. 

" 3. A discrimination acainst goods 
being the production of a foreign coun- 
try not contiguous to the United States, 
which shall come into the United States 
from a contiguoaa country. 

" The first case we are not now con- 
cerned with, and the second is attempted 
to be established by the following reason- 
ing. The goods are Chinese or Japanese 
productions, lience the production of a 
foreign country ' not contiguous to the 
United States.' They come into the 
United States from Canada, a contigu- 
ous country, and so it ia urged that by 
the letter as by the spirit of the statute 
they are subject to the duly. It ia con- 
ceded that tlie importation is into the 
United States, the passage through 
Canada being a mere movement only 
toward their destination, llio latter be- 
ing the United States. 

"It is said that the purpose of the 
amendment was to relieve the transcon- 
tinental roads from the competition of 
the Canadian Pacific railroad. It may 
be admitted that that is a strong con- 
sideratioD, bat on the other hand it is 
urged that this competition is a benefit, 
and otiier American railroads claim that 
the Canadian Pacific is a direct advant- 
age to tliern. How congress regarded 
this we liavo no means of knowinc. 
There was certainly no av(jwal, and the 
only expre.=8ione of meuiberH which we 
have indicate a different purpose. The 
section regards, as the law which pre- 
qedod it regarded it, the transportation 
6f iroods by seal. Its purpose was to 
secure this to vessels" of the United 
States and to prevent diversion^to a con- 
tiguous country, Canada and Mexico. 
Tlie necessity of the law is obvious. It 
would have been useless to have im- 
posed a discrimination duty on goods 
brouizbt to San Francisco in foreign 
vessels and leave them free to go to 
Vancouver in foreign vessels and thence 
across the interveningland to the United 
Slates. 

•' The amendment of the law which is 
made by section 22 therefore continues 
its object, wiiile it Ktrent;tliena and bet- 
ter setmies it. It does this in two ways, 
viz.: By takiim away tho means of its 
evasion through the coiitigiiily of Can- 
ada, and liy repealiiiL' tho t^tatutory ex- 
emptions from tlio 10 per cent. duty. 
II'' I have considered your inquiry so 
far as if the section only regarded mere 
transportation through Canada. We 
shall see hereafter that it has a broader 
scope. In the second the words ' come 
into the United States 'are used as syno- 
nymous with ' imported,' the language 
'being the produce or manufacture of 
any foreign country not contiguous to 
tho United State- ,' it ia urged ia only 
I'escriptivo of the goods to which the 
duty applies. The goods themselves, it 
ia contended, must take their 
departure from the contiguous country 
in tho strict sense of importation as dia- 
tiiiguished from coming through it aa an 
importation from eome other country. 
This view is given plausiblilty by the 
exception that the duty shall " not ap- 
ply to such foreign products or matiufac- 
tares aa shall not be imported from such 
contiguous countries in the usual course 
Conlinued on po^re Two.

— The Montreal Star 
cable says : " In view of the uucertaiu- 
ties in the minds of English ahippera 
respecting the Canadian tariff, tlie Lon- 
don chamber of commerce is issuing to- 
morrow an explanatory circular. I^Ir, 
Kenric Murray, secretary of the cham- 
ber, tells me that the expectations of 
traders liavfe undoubtedly been disap- 
pointed by the extension to practically 
all countries except the United 
.States of what waa previously sun- 
posed to be an exclusive l?ritiah 
prelerence. This has tended to check 
tlie expected diversion into purely Brit- 
ish channels of the trade now done 
through Great Britain with France, 
Germany, etc. Another retarding in- 
fluence is the abaence of exact otlicial 
information as to the intentions of Can- 
ada after August next. Will the prefer- 
ence then be exclusively British? Still, 
much ia hoped from the tariff. At least 
half a dozen good houses have sent re- 
presentatives to Canada with a view of 
establishing branches. 

THE PEACE TREATY. 

Greek Courage Returning With Its Conclu' 
sioii — Signed by the Sultan. 

Ariii;xti, .Sept. 21. — The political situa- 
tion arising out of the conditions of the 
peace convention ia serious. M. Delly- 
annia, the former premier and leaiier of 
the dominant party numerically in the 
Boule, has asserted that if the proposed 
scheme of foreign Control should prove 
to imi)ly an interference with the sove- 
reign rights of the state, he would not 
heaitate to advise the chamber to reject 
the treaty. 

The tone of the press continues in- 
dignant, and the Akropolia declarea the 
treaty " tho most iniciuitoua document 
of modern lirnea." Many are preparing 
to demoiiatriite against the treaty. 

CoN.sTA.N'Ti.NurM;, Sept. 21. — Tho pre- 
liminary treaty of peace between Turkey 
and Greece, wiiich was signed on Satur- 
day by the representatives of the Sultau 
and of the powers, has been granted by 
the Sultan. 



EMPERORS EN FETE. 

William of Germany tlie Guest of Francis 
Joseph at Buda Pcsth. 

BfDA PicsTii, Sept 21. — At the state 
baiKiuet given to-day in honor of 10m- 
peror William of Germany, Emperor 
Francis Joseph, in cordially proposing 
His Majesty's health, referred to him as 
" my faithful friend, ally and unwearied 
fellow laborer in the great work of peace, 
to which we ever devote our beat jiowere." 

The speech of l^nperor William in re- 
ply caused tremendous enthusiasm, ea- 
peuially when he alluded to Count Zrin- 
yi's defence of the fortress of Bzigoeth, in 
1560, when he blew up the citadels 
rather than capitulate to the Turks. 

After the ban(jaet Emperor William 
and Emperor Eranees ,loBe()h attended a 
gala performance at the opera, folhjwiiiu' 
which tlicv inspecti.Ml the streid illiiiiiin- 
atioiis. Tlu'y tlieii drove to liie railu-ay 
station, whcro the (ierinan I-'.inpeKjr 
l)ade farewell to his Imperial host ami 
took Ilia departure after mutual kisfcitig 
and amid loud cheering.

" impor (jvv^ ill the course of strictly re- 
tail tr " indicale the rule. Thoy are 
clair^j^jj to be the opposite of importation 
i"^ course of wholesale trade. Such 
'".oiiatriictinn would _ confine the rule 
strictly to the exception. 

" It is a matter of common experience 
that savings and exceptions are often in- 
troduced from abundant and excessive 
caution. And it would sometime per- 
vert the intention of the author of writ- 
ing if every other thing of the same gen- 
eral tenor as that excepted should be 
regarded as embraced in the general 
wortla (Sutherland on statutory con- 
atruction, section 22). 

'• It foliowa thereforethat the answer to 
your inquiry BO far aa section 22 in con- 
cerned depends, (1) upon the character 
of tho vessel in which the gooda are car- 
ried to Vancouver. (2) If in foreign vea- 
sels, whether the goods were 
entitled by treaty or convention to 
be entered in the ports of the United 
States upon the payment of the same 
duties as if imported in American ves- 
sels. 

" I assume the veasels were not of the 
United States, but British veseelo ; and 
this brings me to your communication of 
August 17, in which you inquire whether 
section 22 repeals sections 4,228 to 4,232 
of the Revised Statutes, and your com- 
munication of September 2, asking whe- 
ther manganese ore imported from Ohili 
in the British bark Lurlie to Philadel- 
phia is also subject to a discriminating 
duty. 

"jS. law imposing discriminating duties 
has been on the statute book in Home 
form from the time of the enactment of 
the lirst tariir bill. Section 22 ditl'era 
from the law previously in force, in that 
there ia omitted from it the words ' by 
any act of congresa.' Does this repeal 
section 4228? It will be observed that 
there are no words of express repeal. 
Consideration of the ellect of this on 
section 4228 will be simplified by a refer- 
ence to contemporaneous legislation. 

" The aainu day that the Dingley bill 
was approved an act entitled ' an act to 
authorize the President to suspend dis- 
criminating duties imposed on foreign 
vessels and commerce,' was approved. I 
shall hereafter, for convenience, call it 
the suspension act. This act provides 
that the President is anthori/ed to sus- 
pend in part the operations of sections 
4,219 and 2,502. 

" The suspension act was reported to 
the house of representatives by tho same 
committee which reported the Jhngley 
bill — waa considered and passed while 
that act waa in memory. It passed the 
senate while the Dingley bill was pending 
' in consideration, and was approved by 
j tho President on the aamo day as the 
j Dingley bill was. A knowledge of its re- 
[ lations to that bill and its etlect on it 
must, therefore, he attributed to the leg- 
] islature. The Congressional Record 
! shows that the President's approval of 
' it waa communicated to congress subse- 
! quently to that of the other. Even a 
more extreme position might be 
■• taken. It was held in Mead 
vs. Bagnall and others (15 Wie. 
, 150), that where the provisions of a 
statute which relates to a particular 
class of cases are repugnant to those of

TO ADVERTISE VICTORIA. 

In a recent number of Tit-Bito, thnt 
very widely oiruiilated London i)a|)or, 
appears a \obk ivrtiule on the Klondyke, 
\vhiuh ia, on tlie whole, vei'y good, ex- 
cept that in it no jjlace niontions the Bi it« 
iah Columbia citiea aa outfitting points, 
and apealsB of Seattle alone in thia con- 
nection. It ia a very almplo matter for 
our tiome papera to correct the errone- 
DUB impressions thug created, but it ia to 
be remembered tluit where one of the 
peraone, who have aeen the error, seta 
alec the correction, twenty tbouaiuul of 
tiiem do not. A matter for very Bcrioua 
conaideratton ia how best to set the 
psople right on thia aubject; that ia, how 
the gre.iteet number of people can lie 
raost reiulily reached, without incur- 
ring an expense beyond what the busi- 
neeg community can aee its way clear to 
aflbrd. 

One of our bnsinesa men has auggested 
apian, which, if promptly acted upon, 
will accomplish very muL-h. A large 
proportion of tlie pupuhition of Victoria 
ia made up of i)eo])le from Eastern 
Canada and tlie United Kingdom. If 
these people would write a short and 
simple statement of the facts of the case 
to a paper in their former homes, their 
letters, if signed, would in ninety-nine 
cases out of a hundred, be printed, and 
in thia way hundreds of thousands of 
people would be reached. It is not 
necessary to say very much. A brief 
statement to the effect that the Yukon 
Gold Fields are in Canada, that all 
goods, except tbose purchased in Can- 
ada, must pay duty at the frontier, that 
in Victoria everything needed by miners 
and proapectora can be purchased at 
aa low a price and of as high (luality 
iia anywhere, that the Victoria 
nierchanta are men of practical ex- 
perience in the outfitting trade and can 
tell a man just what he needs to take 
and how to pack it, and that from Vic- 
toria there are eutlicient transportation 
lines running North to accommodate all 
thia traffic, would be autlicient. Those 
who do not feel like writing lettera could 
aend a marked copy of a Victoria paper 
calline attention to these points, and 
with the paper there ahould be aent a 
letter calling the attention of the news- 
paper to it. If there are some, who 
would be willing to write, but hardly 
know lio.v to go about it, wo are sure 
that I he Secri.'tary of the Board of Trade 
and the editors of the city papera would 
gladly give them their assistance. 

This ia a matter to which the proverb, 
"He givea twice who gives quickly," 
applies in the strongest possible way, 
Peoi)le are now preparing all over the 
civilized world to rush into the Yukon 
iii^xt year. The trade of these people is 
legitimalely ours; or rather a share of it 
is ours, and the remainder should go to 
other Canadian cities. We have, how- 
ever, in Seattle the liveliest kind of a 
competitor, which, though handicapped 
by the fact that it is in a foreign country 
and hence can oidy sell goods subject to 
a duty aveiaging liii per cent., ia setting 
itself to work to secure the greater part 
of thia trade. Already every line of 
buaineaa is feeling the impetus of the 
coming business. Experienced Seattle 
men say that the city is on the verge of 
a new boom. This is because the busi- 
ness men and every one else have com- 
bined to force the city upon the atten- 
tion of the world as the one great out- 
lining point for the Yukon. We need 
the same sort of united action here, and 
the suggestion made above is a practical, 
ready and inexpensive line of action to 
follow. 



could be carried out aa fairly aa pos- 
sible. 

Neither the Premier nor any one else 
ought to be held responaible for the 

phraseology ot a brief synoptic report, 
and the requestthat the Colonist should 
put its interpretation upon the atatement 
attributed by it to Mr. Turner ia a per- 
fectly proper one. 

The Colo.nist underatood the Premier 
to take the poaition that it was prema- 
ture to talk about a general redistribu- 
tion of representation during the 
present period of provincial expan- 
sion. Tho rai)id growth of population 
and the uncertainty as to what localities 
will profit by this increase in the im- 
mediate future furnish the beat possible 
reason why a general system of redistri- 
bution should be postponed as long aa 
pDssiblo. Let us illustrate the case by 
some examples. Cariboo and Lillooet 
have each two representatives. If the 
whole plan of representation were to be 
recast, it might be thought impoaaible, 
if population is the basis to be relied 
upon to give theae districts four repre- 
sentatives between them, and yet we 
know that at any time a rush of popula- 
tion may set into these districts that 
may make them overbalance Kootenay. 
Again no one can tell what the etlect of 
the conatruction of the Crow's Nest 
Pass railway will be upon East Koot- 
enay. It may exceed West Kootenay in 
|)opiilation in the course of a year or 
two, So when the railway is builL from 
Penticton to Boundary Creek thousands 
of people are certain to go in there. Will 
any man say that any plan of general 
redistribution applied to the interior 
portion of the Mainland on the baais of 
existing conditiona, would be re- 
garded as just two or three years 
hence? Will anyone undertake to say 
that Cassiar will not have as big a popu- 
lation as Kootenay in two years from 
now? Is anyone prepared to cut down 
tlie representation of the Island's and 
Westminster district on the assumption 
that these localities have reached the 
limit of their development? We sup- 
pose that the Premier had considerations 
of this nature in his mind when ho spoke 
about tho neceasity for deferring a gen- 
eral rediatribution plan as long as 
possible. 

We do not understand that the words 
"tho very last moment," if he used 
those exact words, mean the very last 
moment before tho election of IS'.iS, or 
that they mean anything more than 
that in the Premier's opinion a general 
redistribution ought to be postponed 
until it becomes clearly unjust to cer- 
tain parte of the province to continue 
the present plan any longer. We are 
aatisfied that the Premier had no inten- 
tion, whatever language he may have 
said, of conveying the impression that 
government intended to ple<lge itself to 
bring down such a plan at the next ses- 
sion. We know that he desired to have it 
distinctly understood that he gave no 
such pledge, but that the government 
held itself free to deal with the qnestion 
of representation in such manner aa may 
seem best in the interests of the whole 
province. We can most distinctly assuro 
the Columbian that any interpretation 
placed upon Mr. Turner's language, 
which makes it appear that he either 
directly or indirectly pledged the gov- 
ernment to introduce a rediatribution 
bill at the next session of the legislature, 
does him a great injustice. 



RED IS TKIB UTION. 

The Columbian asks ua to interpret 
the following sentence taken from the 
Colonist's report of a speech delivered 
by lion. Mr. Tumor during the last ses- 
sion : 

Mr. Senilin had argued that redistri- 
bution should be brought down at once, 
and gave aa Ida reason that tho popula- 
tion was growing so rapidly in some dis- 
tricts. That very reason was in itself an 
answer to Mr. Seuilin; for, how could a 
satisfactory measure be brought down 
when the whole face of the province was 
changing? Tug proper way, the Premier 
held, was to wait till the very last 
moment, so that the rediatribution 



nearly a quaiter of a century, Sir Oliver 
Mowat'a splendid fame and noble char- 
acter belong to all Canada. It is the 
triumph of our institutiona that it pro- 
duces Buch men, and baviog produced 
them keepa them to the front in public 
all'airs. We fight our political battles 
well in Canada, but happily we have 
yet to learn how to keej) partisanship 
from degenerating into hatred. And 
happily, also, honesty ia the surest 
passport in the Dominion to signal 
aucceaa in public life. Among the 
many expresaiqiis of appreciation of 
tho services ronderetl by the retiring 
statesman to his country, none are more 
hearty than those from the Conservative 
preaa. His name now belongs to his- 
tory, though be is yet happily able to 
see it enrolled there. 

Tlie youth of Canada ahould bo taught 
more than they are taught about the 
public men whom thia country has pro- 
duced. Such names as Urowu, McGee, 
Macdonald, Mackenzie, Howe, Tilley, 
Dorion, Thompaon, Oartier and Mowat 
mean much to those who have watched 
them through the turmoil of political 
life— men of ereat talent, but who in 
every case built themselves up to posi- 
tions of the highest honor, keejiing their 
personal record blameless, and faithful 
in all things to their patriotic duty, as 
they underatood it.

OLIVER MOWAT. 

The retirement of Sir Oliver Mowat 
from public life is an event in Canadian 
history. He will carry with him into the 
serai-privacy of the governorship of On 
tario a reputation for jirobity, abiliiy 
and shrewd political generalship such as 
few men have ever exceeded. His 
career has been one that is worthy of a 
more extended review than can here be 
given. 

Sir Oliver Mowat, though a Canadian 
by birth, comes on his father's side 
from good Scottish stock, his father hav- 
ing served under Wellington in the Pen- 
insula campaign. Ho was born in King- 
ston in 1.S20, BO that he baa now past 
his 77tli birtluiay. He studied law with 
Sir ,Iohn Macdonald, and it ia well 
known that, though later they were 
keen political rivals, each entertained 
for the other the highest personal re- 
spect. It is fifty-six years aince he was 
admitted to the bar anii forty years 
since he entered tho old Canadian 
Legislative Assembly. He held cabinet 
ollicea when moBt of liia colleagiiea in 
the Laurier ministry wore little boys at 
school. In 1HU4 he was made Vice- 
Chancellor for Upper Canada, but he 
resigned this office in 1872 to re-enter 
public life aa Premier of Ontario, a posi- 
tion which he held without interruption 
for twenty-four yearg, that is until ho 
reaigned it to accept the i)ortfolio of 
Minister of Justice under Laurier, repre- 
senting for the whole period the same 
constituency, that of North Oxford. He 
was called to the Senate last year. 

Few public men have been the objects 
of more uncoinpromiaing political oppo- 
sition than he, and yet it may be said 
with truth that, in tho greatest heat of 
controveisy, his personal reputation re- 
mained unassailed. Men dill'ered with 
him on public questions, but no one 
ever questioned his personal Integrity. 
Ho leaves the political arena for a well- 
earned repose, that all hope he may long 
enjoy, carrying with him tho respect and 
esteem of friends and opponents. 
Though a Liberal of Liberals and among

The announcement ia made that the 
Kalifa — sometimes called the Mahdi— 
ii to be King nf Khartoum and /obein 
Pasha governor of Darfur, under British 
protection. This is an exceedingly 
ahrewd move. It makes Great Hiitain 
aupreme in Central Africa. A lew wi 
ago we explained how, extending from 
both the Eastern and Western coasts, 
British dominion waa slowly forming a 
bolt across .-Vfrica. On the west. Lake 
Tchad had already been reached. Un the 
east K'irdofan, Darfur and Wadai, three 
extensive sultanates, lay between llrilisli 
lOaat .Vlriea and the Lake, ivordofan and 
Darfur, by the treaty just made, pass 
under British protection, leaving only 
Wadai to he controlled to make the belt 
complete. It ia not likely that this 
country will long hold out. We may 
feel very sure that already there are re- 
presentatives of the British government 
on the ground, and that Wadai will 
soon pass under British control. Thia is 
an exceedingly interesting affair. We 
have been told with much circumstan- 
tiality liow France waa going to cut oil' 
Great Britain before she could reach the 
Upper Nile. France waa to get there by 
way of Lake Tchad. We were told so in 
so many words that when the Anglo- 
lOgyptian force reached Kordofan it 
would find a French resident installed, 
lint if the Frenchman is on the way he 
may aa well turn back. The desjiatch 
also tells us that a treaty has been uuule 
with the King of Abyssinia, securing 
peace on his borders for the new sub- 
jects of Great Britain. It may be re- 
membered that, according to the enemies 
of the Empire, if there was anywhere 
that Britiah diplomacy was to be out- 
witted it was in Abyssinia. The pro- 
phets of imperial disaster muat try a 
new tack. 



Mk. E. F. C.\sseli,, president of the 
Juneau Chamber of Commerce, is very 
angry because the Canadian government 
collects duty on American imports and 
wants the sub-port of Dyea closed unless 
"Canada shall agree with America that 
onr subjects shall enjoy the same rights 
and piivileges in the gold fields as are 
enjoyed by the 8ul)ject8 of Canada." 
Mr. Casaell aimply does not know what 
he is talking about. Americans have 
identically the same rights in the gold 
fields as Canadians. This is literally 
correct. It is true that an American 
cannot take American goods into the 
country without paying duty on them, 
but neither can a Canadian. An Amer- 
ican can take Canadian gootis in without 
payingduty on them. .-Vtter he has got 
into the country there is not a riulit that 
a Canadian enjoys, so far aa the mince 
or other property rights are concerned, 
which an American cannot also enjoy. 
What Mr. Casaell wanta ia that Ameri- 
can gooda aball bo admitted into Cana- 
dian territory on the aame terms aa 
Canadian gooda. When he prefera auch 
a re(iuest at Waahington he will simply 
be laughed at. 

" A Sufferer " complains that his

The extreme 
to wliicli this 80 called reverence to 
parents may be carried makes one feel 
happy that the model Chinese customs 
are not in vo<:ue l)ere to their fall limit 
as the iiillowint; tale will show. The 
Xorth China News by mail advices which 
the limpresa of India biou^ht yesterday 
states that a child b.;rely eleven years 
old was taken to Soochow city lately for 
his final trial before the provincial jiul^'e 
for murdering his luotiier.

Mr. W. G. Chase, of Boston, who ar- 
rived on the Empress yesterday, ia no 
stranger in Victoria, having paid this 
city a previous visit not lung ago. lie is 
connected with the Harvard medical 
school and had ([uite a little budget of 
news to give from Japan; and as he has 
been connected with the Boston press 
he knows just what is interesting. 

Two days before the Empress left, Mr. 
Charles Hamlin, who was an assistant 
secretary of the treasury in the Cleve 
land administration, arrived from the 
United .States, he having been appoint- 
ed a commissioner to in<iaire into seal- 
ing operationa. Mr. Hamlin expected 
to stay a month in Japan, but told Mr. 
Chase that he might return sooner, as 
the Japanese had appointed a commis- 
sioner to represent tliem and it was like- 
ly that he antl M r. Hamlin would soon 
be on their way to attehd the sealing 
conference at Washington, which has 
just been arrangetl. 

I\Ir. Chase remarked that Mr. Georiie 
Anderson, the Canadian trade commis- 
sioner, had safely arrived in Japan and 
was travelling about seeing the authori- 
ties and getting down to business in a 
workmanlike way. 

Messrs. Petticrew, Cannon and De 
Boise, the United States silver delegates, 
were meeting with very little success iu 
Japan in their endeavor to wean the Japs 
from their determination to keep to the 
eold standard.

By the Empress of India comes news 
of one of the worst typhoons that has 
ever visited the Japan coast. It started 

from the Fast, the Kmpresa experienc- 
ing it lirst when between Kobe antl 
Vokuhama. It struck Vokohaiua with 
its fiUl force early on the morning of the 
i)th, the barometer dropping to 20.010. 
This terrible storm was preceded by an 
earthquake at midnight on the 8th, 
badly shaking up Yokohama, Tokyo and 
other towns. 

In describing the desolation the Japan 
Daily Advertiser of the Hth says: 

" In the harbor, day broke this morn- 
ing on a desolate scene. The bay was 
swept by tierce scjnalls, which at timeu 
completely closed out the view. Several 
of the ships in the harbor had dragged 
their anchors, two sailing ships being 
very close to each other. The German 
cruieer Irene had evidently also dragged 
for she lay on the spit due north of the 
anchorage with her broadside to the 
storm. All the small twelve-raters 
anchored off the boathouse had filled, 
and some had also capsized, two having 
(piite disappeared." 

Iu the creeks Haini)anB were adrift in 
all directions, and the break- 
waters were of no avail against 
the terrible strength of the elorm, 
(.)u land immense dauuige was ilone to 
the crops as far southwest as Xagaski ; 
telegraph lines went down and railwaya 
were blocked. Chimneys, chimney pots, 
windows, verandahs and water ei)oula 
Hew through the air and scarcely ahoiiso 
in Yokohama escaped soathless. 

At Kanagawa not only was there great 
loss of property and numbers of people 
were drowned. No fewer than live 
schooner junks with their crews were 
blown out upon the breakwater, and as 
nothing could live it was certaiu that the 
loss of life would be great, althouch par- 
ticulars were not at hand when the India 
left. One vessel was actually carried up 
in the air and broke in the top of a 
houpe. Numbers of persona were 
killed and bonses destroyed at Isurgncho, 
tberi^ being one instance where four per- 
sons in a balli-liuuse were killed by the 
(Killapse of the building. .Mr. Chase, 
one of the passengers on the Kuipre^a, 
stat(\s that on the 8.b he was at Tidiiu, 
and tbiil the destruclion of properly 
ther(^ was quite severe, .'■^o i elenl L'^Hl y 
strong was the wind that it fauiy ludud 
up the water li'.ni the moattliat exteml- 
around the palace.

Tlio l>hnh'H Day's Work. 

A vivid account of the daily life of 
the sli.ih of Persia ia contributed to Tliu 
Illi..-ii-ared .Magazine by Mr. .1. F. Fra- 
ser, ^vllll ■. i'-'ited Teheran in tho couriio 
af his world's tour on a bicycle. 

"Hi)w docs tho shah spend an ordi- 
nary day? Well, ho is a bn.sy man. Ho 
rises early, performs his devotions, has 
a }iiece of thin, pasty Persian bread and 
!i glass of sweetened tea. Then at about 
8 o'i'Iiii lc lie ri cidves his ininister.s. Ho 
is slovenly in habit and walks up and 
do'svn the lopm with his slippers flip- 
flapping. Indeed, the story goes tliat 
tho reason ho pas-ted with his first wilo 
was hecar.sn she constantly complained 
Sat ho did not wash himself. 

"He ilielates dozens of letters, hears 
di.spatehe:; road, consujts authorities, at- 
tends minutely to every detail of busi- 
ness. This Gontiniies for six hours at a 
strotch. Then ho has his breakfast. All 
the fodd is carefully prepared, and a 
prince of the royal blood is rc-ponsiblo 
that no tricks are played. Tho shah, ;ic- 
ccrding to etiquette, eats ulouo. Be- 
tween 50 and 60 dishes are served, but 
his mnjosty only touches two or three. 
Knives and forks tire things unknown 
at court, and tho sliah cats everything 
with his lingers — greased rico, mutton 
Uid fruit, 

"During breakfast extracts from Eu- 
ropean papers, chiefly French, nro rcati 
to the shah. Following breakfast the 
shah probably has an hour'w sleep, and 
then, after some glasses of ton, ho will 
ainufc-Q himself with working a little 
telegraph instrument, playing backgam- 
mott •with his ministers— -who are care- 
ful not to win — setting and resetting 
plants iu tho grtrdons or taking photo- 
graph.s. He hua even been photographed 
iu bed and has pictures of himself dress- 
ed in nnoomfortnble Prussian military 
attire and "-"en in tho' E^wb of on Eng- 
lish oarate." .

I'm 
deaf. Oh, gone to gunboat. Quito right. 

"What— the lion?" (Turns his head 
slightly.) "There, still living; looks 
pretty sick too." (The liou is lying four 
yards away, partly on his side, ono 
crippled foro paw turned back, tho oth- 
er outstrotohod, and the great head

With each conclusive shudder of tho 
lion's body the blood round him widens 
slightly.

LINCOLN'S FIRST LOVE. 



How Siuan Beld BofUsed n Ohanoe to B* 
llio IVlfo of a Fresldent. 

Tho woman who was Abraham Lin- 
coln's first lovo and refused to marry 
him has been long a resident of Galis- 
toga, Oal. Now she is Mrs. Susan 
Boyce, but when she was Lincoln's 
sweetheart she was Miss Susan Keid of 
New Salem, on tho Sangamon river, in 
Illinois. 

"My fiithor was ono of Lincoln's best 
frieiid.s, " she said in speaking oi her 
acquaiutanco with President Lincoln. 
"Ho was Lewis C. Eeid, and it was he 
who took Lincoln to Spriugfiold aud in- 
troduced him to William E. Seward, 
from whom ho borrowed tho first law- 
books ho ever read. Mr. Lincoln and 
my father belonged to the same politi- 
cal party, and they used to talk politics 
by tho hour. I first met him iu 1830 at 
tho house of a neighbor named Able. 
Thoro was quite a party of young peo- 
ple there, and I remember thatho seem- 
ed very bashful. Ho soon began to ptiy 
mo a gtxid deal of uttcutiou, which 
pleasi d my father more than it did me, 
for my father liked him very much and 
hail great faith in him. Mr. Lincoln of- 
ten took mu out liursebaek riding and 
to singing school and church. Ho was 
a spiritualist, and he believed in 
dreams. Ho often told mo his dreams 
were prophetic. Ho also talked of the 
stars It gretit deal, and I remember I 
thought him a queer kiud of fellow. 
Still ho was very cutertuiuiug, aud he 
studied hard all tho time. 

"Ho was uot as ardent a lover as I've 
seen since, but ho kept his case going 
pretty lively and pressed me hard for an 
answer. Ho told mo I was the first wo- 
man ho ever loved, and that ho was 
sure ho could never lovo any one elso as 
he did me, and I relievo ho meant what 
he said. I did uot want to marry him 
because I didn't lovo him, and so I in- 
vented a story about being engaged to 
a young man back in Kentucky, whero 
we had come from. That cooled his ar- 
dor for a little whilo, but ho soon began 
coming to kco me again, and finally he 
told my father that he would call ou a 
certain day for my final answer. When 
tho day came, I made it a point to be 
away from home, aud Lincoln didn't 
get o-v-cr tho way I treated him. My 
father lectured me about it and told me 
I had made a dunce of myself, but.m7 
mother took my part and said that if I 
did uot love him I ought not to marry 
him. 

"Whilo I.ii!coln vas courting me we 
were one night tit a littlo party where 
the yonug folks were trj-ing their for- 
tunes with a Biblo tiud a door key. Mr. 
Lincoln was always very much inter- 
isled in such tilings, anil at ouco ho 
wanted to kmiv," all iibout tho game. It 
Wiis explained to him that tho key 
would be placed ou u verse iu the open 
Biblo, aud when questions were asked 
the key was supposed to turn by super- 
natural power. Liucoln asked, 'Will 
Susie marry a man whoso name begins 
wiiliLr' and the key did not move. Then 
he asked, ' Will she marry ii man whose 
name begins with B?' nud tho key 
whirled. A young man named Brooks 
was then ptiying mo somo attention 
whenever Lincoln gave any ojijiortunity, 
ami he. was tho one refcrreil to, for I 
did not then drejim of Mr. Boyce, whom 
I afterward married. 

■"I never heard Mr. Liucoln make a 
speech, aud I never saw him after 1837. 
iMy father scolded mo so much for refus- 
ing his offer that I married rather sooner 
than I might otherwise havo done iu 
order to esciipe ladiig lecturuil. iMy hus- 
band was a friend of Lincoln's, and they- 
fought side by side in the Black Hawfc 
war. I dra^w a pcnsiou now by reason of 
the injuries ho received tht^rc. 

"i\Iy husband and I went to Texas iu, 
1811), whero I knew Sam Houston well, 
aud iu 1853 wo came to California," —

After a voynRe that began with a 
typhoon and ended with pleasant wea- 
ther, the C.P.K. liner Empress of India 
reached Victoria yesterday morning 
shortly before 7 o'clock. She had aboard 
36 cabin pasBengera and 14 steerage paa- 
sengers, beeideB 271 Chinese. Tbe quar- 
antine arntngcDienta are worlcing in 
i;ood sliape, and by 11 o'clock the 
Chineso and their baggage had been put 
through the nccoasary cleansing opera- 
tions at William Head, and the Yo- 
semite, whicli acted as tender, stoametl 
back to the city with the shore-going 
paanengers, of which there wore tlireo 
saloon and sixteen Orientals. 

Alter the India had started from ivobe 
on the Sth inst., Bhe experienced the 
roiigheat storm in her history — a ty- 
phoon that began that night and lasted 
till next day. "The waves rolled moun- 
tains high and, breaking over the vessel, 
carried away the after port boat. So 
severe was it that the I'Vench mail 
steamer that had started Irom Ivobe a 
few lioitra before the lOinpresH, had to 
anchor all night, and only reached Yoko- 
hama n day after the staunch Canadian 
liner that made her way in spite of the 
Btorni. The storm nearly carried away 
II second boat. The tackles at one end 
gave way and the pitching of the sen 
drove the boat with resounding crashes 
against the steamer's side, but the 
crew managed, luckily, to get all safe 
again without losa of life, a nasty cut 
along the first otlicer'a face being the 
only marks left by the storm. 

With this exception the voyage was un- 
eventful, and the passengerB put in their 
time in the usual way with croquet, ship 
critket and tbe usual concerts and 
amusements tliat trans-oceanic steamers 
have to beguile the time. The croijuet 
tournament caused lots of fun and lasted 
three days. The Baloon paaaeiigers wlio 
lauded at Victoria were Mr. W. S. 
Kmmens and three soiiB. ]\Ir. V.m- 
mens, who has been in Cliina for eome 
17 years, is an American who ia return- 
ing to his homo for a vbsit and bringing 
liis youngsters to see their fatherland for 
the " first time. Mr. Emmens eagerly 
Bjanned the morning paper to see the 
silver quotations, and wag deligbted to 
836 that silver bad gone up 15 percent, 
since he left China. The outlook for 
Chinese merchants was very blue, 
he explained, If silver kept get- 
ting lower, for it meant simjily 
ruin to hundreds of them. He did not 
believe that Japan would benefit by 
adopting the gold standard, but said that 
if [leople in Chinagot leas for their silver 
than they did before, it simply meant 
they would buy less, for they had no 
more silver than they had before. 

Mr. Jjuopold, another of the passen- 
gers, belongs to the Rnssian imjierial 
engineering service, and has spent the 
last three years in sujierinteniiing the 
building of light houses and fortiiica- 
tiona at the Kussian naval stronghold of 
Vladivostok. IVlre. Jchukhnine, Mr. 
Leopold's dauehter, is the wife 
of the admiral commanding the 
Russian squadron at Vladivostok. 
Mr. Leopold's three years' service there 
has expired, and he is returning home 
by way of this continent, the party going 
from here to San Francisco and thence 
home by Europe. Mr. Leopold speaks 
English very well, and so by the way 
does iVIrs. Jchukhnine. Mr. Leoiiold 
showed a keen interest in finding out in- 
formation about Canada, and to pick up 
what information ho could about IhC 
ayalem m' lio'itbouse works and beacons 
in use in Canada. 

The trans-Siberian road to Vladivo- 
stock will be completed, he states, in 
two years more, and tliua put the Rus- 
sian jiort within ten day.s of London. 
This will naturally, lie remarks, make a 
great change in the relations of this con- 
tinent with Russia, for the advantagesof 
such a railway, with direct steamers 
across the Pacific, will produce an enor- 
mous expansion in trade.

ANUTHER PIONEER UONE. 

C. W. Kammerer, of T. N. Hibben & Co , 
Succumbs After n Short Illness. 

' Closed doors and darkened wiudowa 
nt tho store of MsEsrs. T. N. Hibben it 
Co. yesterday conveyed to many the 
first intelligence of the decease of one 
who has been for many years a familiar 
figure in the bnaineEs circles of the city. 
And when the Bad tell-tale bunch of 
crape tied on tie door was observed, 
the mute symbol of death gave rise to 
many expresaiona of regret nud sorrow. 

Christian William Kammerer, nl- 
thougli a resident in the city tor upwards 
of forty years, waa not one who Bought 
notice or notoriety, and yet none are bet- 
ter respected than waa he. Connecting 
himself after a year's stay in Victoria, 
with tho (inn with wliich he has been 
associated from that day to this, Mr. 
Kamiuerer furniahea an example, rarer 
maybe to-day than in times past, of a 
man who, sulHciently provided with 
this world's goods, could subordinate 
tbe desire for change to that of content- 
ment. After a Ioue life of industry and 
perseverance, modest, unaasuming, but 
ever worthy of respect and emulation, 
Mr. ivammerer died yesterday morning, 
at his residence, 177 Pandora street, af- 
ter a brief illnees, and although he leaves 
behind bim no family, and there are no 
relatives in the city, it ia certain that 
many will mourn ma loss aa sincerely aa 
it falls to the lot of many who have in 
life been more ambitious and more ag- 
gressive. 

Mr. Kammerer has i)robably been aa 
long in buainesa aa any one in tho citv, 
arriving here from California in 1,S57, 
In 1S5S the then firm of Carswell it Hib- 
ben gave him a jiosition, and through 
many clmnges he has remained faithful 
to the firm, entering the same as a part 
ner when tlie last change was made. 

To one whoso life has furnished a long 
example of constancy to a chosen resi- 
dence and a single line of business, the 
ideaof associating himeelf with a Pioneer 
Society was natural, and it was perhaps 
by bis connection with that society that 
Mr. Kammerer came moat prominently 
before many of the old residents of the 
city. As a member also of the French 
Benevolent Society the deceased gentle 
man gave evidence of the next most 
iiotiecahle charactorialic of an eminently 
admirable life, and now when at the age 
of 73 he passes from the scenes with 
which he hna bo long been asaouinted, it 
will probably be in connection with 
these two BocietieB and the business he 
had practically made himself master of 
that he will longest be remembered. 

Tbe funeral will take place to-morrow 
afternoon at 2 :30 and the arrangements 
will be announced in ample time to 
allow of d'je respect being paid to the 
last scene in a praiBSWorthy, though uu 
assuming, career.
